On 
October 28, 1S75, he was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Louise Stiver, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. David Stiver, who at 
that time lived near the Bedford 
Springs. Soon after their marriage 
Mr. and Mrs. Daal removed to Dutch 
Corner, in Bedford township, and lived 
on a farm there for several years 
They then moved toBelden, where Mr 
Deal engaged in butchering. About 
fifteen years ago they came to Bed 
ford, since which time Mr. Deal has 
been successively engaged in conduct- 
ing a meat market, selling farm ma- 
chinery, keeping bar at the Union 
hotel, running a livery stable and as 
agent for the Bedford Mineral Water 
company. For the pastfew years he was 
interested in a broker's office at Altoo- 
na. Mr. Deal is survived by his wife, his 
father, one daughter, Gertrude, wife of 
Warren Snyder, proprietor of Hotel Ar- 
lington, and the following brothers and 
sisters: Albert W. Deal, of Lanark, 111 ; 
Joseph C. Deal and Mrs. David Ling, of 
Wilkinsburg; Osorge Howard Deal, 
of Johnstown, and Mrs. Daniel S.

Perish As a Result of a Volcanic 


Eruption. 


H O R R O R S O F POMPEII 


Repeated at St. Pierre, Martinique, Where 


a Storm of Fire Engnlfed the City-Two 


Thousand Killed at St. Vincent. 


One ot the most appalling ca,lamiti"s 


in the history of the world befel St. 
Pierre, in the island of Martinique, 
West Indies, last week, when forty 
thousand persons perished as a result 
of earthquakes and a volcanic eruption. 
All hat a handful of the inhabitants 
of St. Pierre were killed and the neigh- 
boring parishes were laid waste 
A 


number of vessels near the shore, with 
nearly all of their crews, were de- 
stroyed. 


Mont Pelee, a volcanic mountain 


some ten miles north of St. Pierre, the 
commercial capital of Martinique, is 
the mountain which made a faint show 
of eruption fifty years ago. On May 3 
laot it began to throw out dense clouds 
of smoke. At midnight the same day 
flames, accompanied with rumbling 
noises, lighted the sky over an im- 
mense area, causing widespread ter- 
ror. On May 4 hot ashes covered the 
whole city quarter of St Pierre an 
inch thick and made Mont Pelee in- 
visible. 


At noon on May S a stream of buy- 


ing lava rushed 4,400 feet down the 
mountainside, following the dry bed 
of a torrent and reaching the sea, five 
miles from the mountain, in three 
minutes. In its rush the fiery flood 
swept from its path plantations, build- 
ings, factories, 
cattle • and hum in 


beings over a breadth of about half a 
mile. At the rear of the mouth of the 
Riviere Blanche stood the large Gierin 
sugar factory, one of the finest on the 
island. It is now completely entombed 
in lava. The tall chimney alone is 
visible. One hundred and fifty per- 
sons are estimated to have parished 
there, including the owner's son. 


As the lava rushed into the sea the 


latter receded three hundred feet all 
along the west coast, returning with 
great strength, 
A big wave covered 


the whole sea front of St. Pierre, but 
doing little damage ashore or afloat. 


Terrible detonations, heard hundreds 


of miles northward, followed at short, 
irregular intervals and continued at 
night. 
In the intense darkness the 


electric light failed, but the town was 
lit up by lurid flashes of flame from the 
mountain. The terror stricken inhab- 
itants rushed for the hills in their 
night clothes, screaming, shouting and 
wailing—mad with terror—but few 
escaped. 


CABLEGRAM FROM CONSUL AYME. 


The following cablegram was re- 


ceived at the state department on Fri- 
day: "Pointe-A-Pitre, May 9, 19Q2 — 
Secretary of State, Washington ; At 1 
o'clock a.m. on the 8th instant a storm 
of steam, mud and fire enveloped the 
city and community of St. Pierre. Not 
more than twenty persons escaped with 
their lives Eighteen vessels were burn- 
ed and sunk with all on toard, inc'ud- 
ing four American vessels and a steam- 
er from Quebec named Boraima. The 
United States consul and family are 
reported among the victims. A war 
vessel has come to Quadeloupe for pro- 
visions, and will leive at 5 to morrow

COXSUL AND VICE CONSUL. 


WASHINGTON, May 9 —The consul at 


Martinique is Thomas T. Prentis. He 
was born in Michigan and was ap- 
pointed from Massachusetts as consul 
at Seychelles islands in 1871, and later 
served as consul at Port Louis, Mauri- 
tius; Rouen, France, and Batavia. He 
was appointed consul at Martinique in 
1900. The vice consul at Martinique is 
Amedec Testart, who was born in and 
appointed from 
Louisiana in 1898 


The latest available figures show 


that the total population 
of the 


island of Martinique is 185,000 people 
of whom 36,000 lived in St.Pierre, and, 
according to Mr. Ayme, have nearly 
all perished. 


TOO THOUSAND KILLED AT ST. VIXOENI 


Fort de France, Island of Martin- 


ique, May 13.—The United States gov- 
ernment tug Potomac leaves here to- 
night for the island of St. Vincent, 
where conditions are reported to ba 
worse. 
La Soufriere, on St. Vin- 


cent, was in full eruption May 10. A 
stream of stone and mud half a mile 
wide was then issuing from the vol- 
cano. 
Stones two inches in diameter 


fell twelve miles away. At Kingstown, 
the capital of the island, the ashes 
were two inches deep. Saven hundred 
dead were reported Snnday.May 11. It 
is estimated that the total number of 
deaths on St. Vincent rescues 2,000 
Most of the victims are said to be 
Oarib Indians. 
Seven estates on the 


island have been burned to ashes and 
it is authentically reported that two 
earthquakes occurred there. It is be- 
lieved the submarine cables in St. Vin- 
cent have been broken by the disturb- 
ances. The present volcanic eruption 
on St. Vincent is the first since 1813 


AID FROM TJXCLE SAM. 


WASHINGTON, May 12 —The govern- 


ment hastened to the relief of Martin- 


I Umtsd States at Guadeloupe has tele- 
graphed from Fort de France that the dis- 
aster is 'complete 
The government of France, while ex- 


pressing its thanks for the marks of sym- 
pathy which have reached itfrom America, 
informs us that Fort de France and the en- 
rtire island of Martinique are still threaten- 
ed. It therefore requests that, for the pur- 
pose of reaching the people who are in such 
deadly peril and threatened with starva- 
tion, the government of the United States 
may send as soon as possible the means of 
transporting them from the stricken island 
of St. Vincent and, perhaps, others in that 
region are also seriously menaced by the 
calamity -which has taken BO appalling a 
form in Martinique. 
I have directed the departments of the 


treasury, of -war and of the navy to take 
such measures for the relief of these strick- 
en people as lies within the executive dis- 
cretion, and I earnestly commend this case 
of unexampled disaster to the ger——- 
consideration of the congress.

AWFUL CALAMITY. 


An Evploslou of Naphtha Near Plttsbnrg: 


Causes the Loss of Many Lives. 


A frightful accident happened at 


Sheraden, near Pittoburg, Monday 
evening. 
The disaster was the direct 


result of three exp'osions. About 4 30 
p 
m. train Tien noticed that one of 


three tank ea-e filled with naphtha was 
leaking badly. 
This is believed to 


have baen caused by the cars coming to- 
gether with sujh force as to spring a 
leak. 
Almost immediately the escap- 


ing explosive caught fire, either from a 
switch lamp or a spark from a locomo- 
tive, and the oil was burning fiercely 
within a few minutes. 
No particular 


dainige was done, as the train crew 
escaped with slight injuries. 


Fifteen minutes later, as the naphtha 


ran down the tracks and into the sewer, 
a second and more severe explosion fol- 
lowed. 
The burning oil was thrown 


about and the high flames shot into 
the air, turning the whole yard into a 
veritable sea of are. 
Several other 


cars of naphtha were nearby and were 
within the fire belt. 
Long strings of 


freight cars filled with merchandise of 
almost every description caught fire 
and the heat thus engendered caused 
the naphtha in the cars to expand, rap- 
idly generating gas. 


Immediately following the first and 


second explosion, people flocked from 
all sides. They took up their positions 
on the hillside and viewed the magnif- 
icent si ght. 
This fire proved a lure to 


hundreds, as, about S 30, the greatest 
explosion followed, resulting in the 
burning oil being scattered far and 
wide 
and enveloping hundreds of 


people. 


The naphtha in the cars exploded 


with terrific force. A solid column of 
fire appeared to shoot into the air, 
then spreading out like an umbrella, 
fell upon the people before they could 
reach places of safety. 
Clothing was 


set on fire, the victims ran hither and 
thither, writhing 
in distress 
and 


tearing their clothes into shreds. 
Groans of agony filled the air and a 
pandemonium of distress followed, in 
which many persons 
met instant 


death, or received injuries from which 
death followed a little later. 
The 


men in the freight yards went through 
a terrible experience, as hemmed in, 
they were literally roasted to death. 
The list of casualties is appalling. 
Twenty-five are dead, 21 fatally hurt 
and the number of those more or less 
seriously injured is at least 300. 


The flames spread rapidly in the 


yards. It seemed only a few minutes 
until the whole train, whose center 
had been formed by the tank cars, 
was ablaza. Soon the trains that lay 
on the adjoining tracks caught fire 
until at last there was an inferno that 
covered three acres.

cial road from the bank of the river 
Susquehanna opposite to the borough 
of Harrisburg to Pittsburg, which act 
was supplemented by one of March 9, 
1814, 
by which the incorporation of 


five companies was provided for, and 
the seetion"of which the turnpike in 
controversy is a part, was styled the 
Chambersburg and Bedford turnpike. 
By the act of March 26, 1831, the gov- 
ernor was authorized to subscribe to 
this and other turnpike rood compa- 
nies, and by a schedule accompanying 
the act it appears that the construc- 
tion of this section, fi!ty-five miles in 
length, represents originial subscrip- 
tions of 8113,850, by the stale, ana 
$167,500, by individuals. The road was 
completed under these proceedings and 
has been in continuous usa ever since 
under its corporate name. 


The present proceeding was begun 


Oetob&r 8, 1900, under authority of the 
act of June 2, 1887, P. L 300, by a peti- 
tion signed by 238 taxpayers of Bad- 
ford county, setting forth that the 
said turnpike, from the intersection of 
Juliana and Pitt streets near the 
Grand Central hotel in ths borough of 
Bedford eastward to the Fu'ton coui- 
ty line, a distance of nineteen miles, 
was in bad condition, and that its 
bridges were of a dangerous character, 
and that for other reasons, it was for 
the best interests of the people of Bed- 
ford county that the portion cf the 
turnpike roaddescribedshould becDine 
a public road free from tolls and toll- 
gates, and the signers thereof prayed 
the court to appoint a jury of view, 
&e., to view and condemn said turn- 
pike road, between the points named, 
and to assess the damages to wluch tbe 
owner or owners of said road might be 
entitled. The proceeding being in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of the act, 
the court appointed a jury of view of 
five reputable citizens, a master and a 
stenographer, who actei and made 
report to the court, which, after argu- 
ment and exceptions filed thereto, was 
confirmed on July 17, 1901, and from 
that decree this appeal was taken. 


The testimony taken isprinted on 3SO 


pages of appellants' paper book and 
the first thirty assignments of error 
are filed to the action of the master in 
admitting evidence offi;red by the 
petitioners. 
(The court then construes 


the provisions of the aeb of 1887 as to 
the matter of admitting evidence in a 
proceeding of this character and holds 
that no exceptions lie to the admissi- 
bility of testimony and thus disposes 
of the thirty assignments of error ) 


The assignments of error from thirty- 


one to forty-six, inclusive, are found- 
ed upon exceptions taken to the in- 
structions of the master given to tbe 
viewers on matters of law. Tne meas- 
ure of damages in a turnpike condom 
nation proceeding has been considered 
by this court iu S m nerton turnpike, 
10 Pa. Sup. Ct. 400, in which case the 
recent decisions of the supreme court 
are reviewed aud followed.

NEW YORK, May 13 —The opening of 


spring is usually looked upon as the 
most joyful period of the year, when 
peasants in other lands come out to the 
Maypole dance and gracious gifts pre- 
pare the mind for peace and happiness, 
looking with God's providence and 
blessing to an abundant and plentiful 
harvest. But instead of the plorious 
song which proclaims a jubilee the 
news from abroad comes dark and 
harsh, the clash of war resounds from 
every portion of the globe and through 
India, with its 300,000,000 of suffering 
people, where famine and disease raise 
their hydra heads, they drag in their 
horrid pathway the car of the jugger- 
naut, crushing the life out of the mill- 
ions who fall by the wayside and wel- 
come death, which they can no longer 
postpone. When you add to the ter- 
rors of these two fearful destroyer? 
war's sharp sword and far reaching 
rifle, with no immediate hope of peace 
and plenty, you have a load which hu- 
manity shirks from and before which 
the most extensive benevolence stands 
affrighted and appalled. The means 
of aid seem abundant, but unfortu- 
nately they are not equal to the de- 
mands and a cry goes up out of Rama 
bitterer than that of the Hebrew moth- 
er for the loss of her children and re- 
fuses to be comforted because they are 


not. 


It only seems like a span since Lord 


Roberts was called back to England 
and General Kitchener was promoted to 
his place. What a joyful shout rang 
through the United Kingdom when 
little "Bobs," whose fame was without 
a stain, was followed by shouting 
thousands down to the Charing Cross 
station and sent off to his mission in 
South Africa, where the coming of 
Britain's red flag seemed like a pro- 
clamation of victory and peace. He 
served his country in that ungrateful 
mission till the glories of his former 
life were eclipsed almost to destruc- 
tion. 
When he was recalled Lord 


Kitchener, of Egyptian fame, assumed 
command. It was he who, only a few 
years before, left twenty-five thousand 
of the frenzied Madhistsdead upon the 
field. It was a dire holocaust, such as 
Africa had not seen in countless gener- 
ations. The power of the black proph- 
et was broken and he has seen no vic- 
tory for the Madhists' cause from that 
day to this. In leading the British 
hosts victory seems to have deserted 
his banner. A series of his blockhouses 
prevented the advance of the Boers 
until, maddened to desperation, DeWet, 
the great Boer leader, resolved to 
break the cordon or die. He divided 
his army in two great advancing pow- 
ers and dashed against the posts which 
British valor defended. The advance 
was covered by thousands of cattle 
and sheep, among which the wily Boers 
movud as if they bore charmed lives. 
The fight for a short time was'desper- 
ate but when the sun rose the next 
morning it found General DeWet on 
the south side of the cordon with 
boundless plains stretched out before 
him that gave pasture to his famished 
cattle and horses and left himready to 
renew the fight before the reveille tap 
should awaken the tired British hosts 
to begin another battle. 


Since then Great Britain has heard 


nothing but continued disaster and de- 
feat and now a conference is being 
held, or at least it is so rumored, where 
propositions for peace and disarma- 
ment have been most determinedly re- 
jected. 


Again the cry of suffering labor re- 


sounds from the equator to the poles, 
and while the world has been amused 
with promises of peace for which is 
found no justification the war still 
goes on and thousands of brave soldiers 
swell the fearful holocaust from the 
rising to the setting of the sun.

ends. Who ever heard of an em- 
ployer .beating a man back into his 
factory, telling him how much he 
shall receive for his labor or how 
many hours he shall work ? In the 
questions now existing between capi- 
tal and labor there is a positive right 
and a positive wrong, and at the base 
lies the question of all that is valuable 
to human life—liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. When the Constitution 
of the United States was formed it 
was deemed by the fathers all import- 
ant that these things should be forev- 
er assured to the citizens of this, the 
greatest republic ever founded by the 
wisdom of man since God said, "Let 
there be light." I often think what a 
scene must have unveiled itself to the 
eyes ol the first man. No vexed ques- 
tion of wealth and its division in the 
ranks of labor troubled him, for he 
was monarch of all he surveyed. His 
wants were few and the supply of 
everything he needed was abundant 
beyond the dream of avarice.

Or did it have to undergo the evolu- 
tion of Darwin, and, instead of the 
beautiful being that God created in 
His own image, a breathiig accident 
of the lower class sprang up through 
the ages, gaining little by little dur- 
ing countless millions of years, till he 
became the perfected being that we 
see. Who can dream of or conceive of 
that unsatisfied longing of the men 
who have carved their way from dark- 
est night of ignorance up to the 
broadest field of human thought ? He 
looked at the heavens at night and 
saw the spangles glittering in that 
magnificent canopy 
«nd 
wondered 


what they were. As the'days came on 
light increased and he sought the 
heavens in the crudest way »nd in the 
gigantic pile of Babel he tried to reach 
the sky.

The bicycle, which was hailed 
as a wonder several years ago, is now 
relegated to a b»ck seat among the 
has-beens; the automobile has placed 
it in eclipse from which it may never 
recover. The latest of scientific flyers 
has obtained a speed 'which has as 
tonnded the entire civilized world 
Sixty-seven miles within an hour is 
the record of achievement; no miracle 
with which the prophets of old unazec 
the world ever equaled this scientific 
wonder. 
The rapidity of improve- 


ments is almost inconceivable to human 
conception. 
The miracle of yester- 


day is east one side and is superseded 
by a more wondrous miracle of to-day.

Owing to the unusually heavy pres- 


sure upon our columns last week we 
wore unable to publish the whole of 
Superintendent Wright's excellent ad- 
dress at the directors' convention. As 
the part omitted is ol especial interest 
to all thoce who are devoted to the 
cause ol education we herewith pub- 
lish the portion which we were com- 
pelled to omit from our issue ol May 9: 


The compulsory law, which was ap- 


proved on the llth day of July last, is 
worthy of some attention at this time. 
Its enactment involved not only the 
placing of a new and stronger meas- 
ure upon the statute books but also the 
repeal ol all former laws upon the sub- 
ject of compulsory attendance. Among 
its provisions is the one which gives a 
school board the authority at the June 
meeting to reduce the period of com- 
pulsory attendance to not less than 70 
per cent, of the term and to fix the 
date upon which that period shall be- 
gin. As the law was not approved 
until more than a month after the June 
meeting of last year had been held it 
became impossible to comply with the 
letter of the law in that particular. 
The extent to which the denial of this 
privilege may have affected the validi- 
ty of the entire law during the current 
year is a question which, in my judg- 
ment, was never satisfactorily an- 


ol the features of educational progress 
during the next ten years. Under the 
new law it lies with the people them- 
selves to determine whether or not 
they shall haveatownship high school. 
In case they desire it, they may have 
it, and the state will extend sub- 
stantial aid. 


The matter of teachers' wages also 


demands attention on this occasion. 
Every year we lose about one-fifth of 
our teachers. 
Unfortunately those 


who leave us are very often among the 
best in our teaching force. Their 
places are taken by the young and 
inexperienced. H we can do anything 
to hold these capable and practic d 
teachers we shall be doing much to 
improve the condition ol our schools. 
Unquestionably the first and greatest 
requisite to a good school is a thor- 
oughly competent teacher. Toe only 
way to obtain and hold such a teacher 
is to pay Mm or her satisfactory wagee. 
It is true that teachers' wages have 
advanced somewhat in this county 
during the past three years 
The 


boards to whose enterprise this ad- 
vance is due are to be complimented. 
Even yet teachers receive less in this 
county than they did five or six years 
ago. At the same time the wages of 
workmen in almost all other depart- 
ments of activity are higher now than 
they were then. 
Statistics recently 


compiled show that the cost ol living 
has advanced forty per cent, within the 
past four years. That is to say, the 
foodstuffs which four years ago cost a 
teacher S25 now cost him 835. There- 
fore either he must eat less than he 
has been accustomed to putting on his 
table or we must pay him more tmney. 
In view ol this fact, an increase in 
wages is but an act of simple justice 
to the teacher, not to mention the 
welfare of the schools. Since the far- 
mer, also, is profiting by the enhanced

swered—not even by the attorney-gen- 
eral of the state. As the present school 
year is now almost ended the question 
need never be answered, except for the 
benefit of the curious. It is enough for 
us to know that the law in all its pro 
visions and parts can be enforced and 
should be observed, beginning with the 
first Monday of June next. If no ac- 
tion is taken by a school board with 
regard to the period of compulsory at- 
tendance, the law of itself will require 
that in that district its provisions shall 
be enforced from the day the school 
opens to the day it closes. If, there- 
fore, any board wishes to fix the period 
at less than the entire term, it can do 
so so long as the period is not reduced 
to less than 70 per cent, of the term, 
bnt this action must be taken at the 
June meeting or not at all during the 
year. Please remember to consider the 
matter at your coming June meeting. 
Do not forget it. Should you desire to 
reduce the period two motions are neces- 
sary or else a single motion including 
two statements. By the first the length 
of the period is fixed. By the second 
the date is set upon which that period 
is to begin. Thus, for example, one 
board may by the first act determine 
that the period of compulsory attend- 
ance for the ensuing year shall be, 
say 80 per cent, of the term, and by the 
second act, that that period shall begin 
with the first day of the term, or per- 
haps with the first day of the second 
month of the term, as was preferred 
last fall by many of our districts, es- 
pecially those in the agricultural sec- 
tions of the county. Whatever action 
la taken, the board should give full 
notice thereof to the patrons of the 
school, as well as to the teachers, so 
that ignorance of the board's require- 
ments cannot be pleaded by anyone. 
That the'.law may be properly observed, 
every person upon whom its enforce- 
ment depends should do his duty fully 
and promptly. The assessors should 
return to the commissioners accurate 
and timely reports of their enumera- 
tion of school children, the commis- 
sioners should send these lists in good 
time to the secretaries of the school 
boards, the secretaries should give the 
teachers their respective lists before 
the school opens, the teachers should 
report delinquents promptly to the 
school board and the school board 
should not temporize, nor hesitate, but 
should enforce the law sensibly and 
reasonably, but with certainty, from 
first to last. Should any of these per- 
sons fail to do his duty he may himself 
be made to answer for his neglect and 
say why the fine imposed upon him by 
this same law shall not be collected. 
For instance, if the commissioners 
should fail to supply the secretaries 
with the assessor's enumeration before 
July 15 of each year, a district may 
thereby be compelled to violate a law 
which it is legally required to enforce. 
The case is well illustrated by the old 
story of the loss of a horse-shoe nail 
leading finally to the loss of a king- 


dom. 


Owing to the fact that the people of 


the state had little time and oppor- 
tunity last fall to become acquainted 
with the provisions of the new law it 
is probable the state superintendent 
will be reluctant to exercise his power 
to withhold one-fourth of its share of 
the state appropriation from any dis- 
trict which may have been more or less 
remiss in its enforcement of the law 
during the term that has just closed. 
But in the future he will be fully justi- 
fied in exercising this power, espe- 
cially where the violation is wilful. 
Before this subject is passed, however, 
it should be suggested that the co- 
operation of the public should be en- 
listed to aid the school board in dis- 
charging its duties. All possible ex- 
planation and moral suasion should 
precede drastic measures. 
A public 


sentiment in favor of the law is es- 
sential to its complete enforcement, 
even though the new act clothes school 
boards with ample authority to bring 
offenders to terms. When understood 
clearly the law must appeal strongly 
to every reasonable man who loves his 
country and the children upon whose 
shoulders our government will soon 
rest. "With the people in its favor it 
will succeed; with the people against 
nothing succeeds." 


Another new law which is growing 


in interest to rural communities is the 
one which permits the consolidation 
of rural schools and provides a liberal 
appropriation for the establishment 
and maintenance of township high 
schools. 
The rural community has 


heen remarkable for the wealth of 
talent to be found among its boys and 
girls. 
These children early learn 


much of the practical side of life. 
They live near to Nature's heart with 
Nature's revelations repeated every 
hour. Their natural advantages for 
the development of character may be 
said to be exceptional.'' It is a pity, 
then, to let them grow up in this age 
with no better scholastic training 
than the ungraded schcol, with its ob- 
vious limitations, is at its best able to 
provide. The movement to give to 
country children the benefit of a more 
advanced course will certainly be one 


value of every product of the soil, it 
may be assumed from his well known 
reputation for hospitality and gener- 
osity that he will not object to con- 
ceding the teacher a share in the gen- 
eral prosperity of the country.

canlo Origin—Owned by Four Nation* 
The group of small islands th»t are 


brought into prominence by the loeent 
disastrous volcanic eruption at St 
Pierre, Martinique, form a curved line 
from Porto Rico southeast almost to 
the coast of Venezuela and include the 
asphalt island of Trinidad, separating 
the Caribbean cea from the Atlantic. 
With the exception of Trinidad they ars 
all considered to be of volcanic origin, 
mountainous, with intervening valleys 
of great fertility. 
Their history is 


filled with records of storms, earth- 
quakes, fires and volcanic eruptions 
similar to the recent destruction of St.* 
Pierre. They are all either English, 
French, Dutch or Danish dependencies, 
enj lying a fair degree of independence 
because of their small size and great 
distance from the governing country. 


Of the islands affected by the recent 


disturbances that seem to have been 
more general than first reported Guad- 
elcupeisthe largest. It has an area 
of 583 square miles, a population of 
125,000, and, like Martinique, is under 
the government of France. Pointe 
a-Pitre, its principal town, to which a 
great many of the survivors of the re- 
cent disaster have fled, was almost 
wiped out by an earthquake in 1843. 


Dominica, next south from Guade- 


loupe, is an 'English possession of 
about 300 square miles, covered with 
the volcanic refuse of four eruptions, 
and somewhat noted for its sulphur 
springs, which in the eighteenth cen- 
tury were regarded as possessing rare 
curative powers. The island has passed 
from Spanish to French and from 
French to British possession, and was 
the object of much contention that its 
value did not justify, as it is regarded 
so lightly by the English colonial 
office that its formal relinquishment 
has been considered. It has a popula- 
tion of about 30,000. Martin'que, by 
far the chief sufferer, differs 
from 


Guadeloupe and Dominica in that it 
has a large arable area and a larger 
proportion of Europeal population to 
the immense majority of black in- 
habitants 


Santa Lucia, which is also reported 


to have suffered some loss, belongs to 
England. 
It 
embraces 248 square 


miles of sulphurous, fever-stricken, 
snake-infested mountains and some 
few productive valleys, upon which 
32,000 persons, mostly negroes, subsist 
in a degree of comfort characteristic 
of the tropics. France and England 
fought long and desperately for pos- 
session of the island, that was scarcely 
worth the struggle. 


St. Vincent, the southernmost of the 


group affected by the late calamity, 
also belongs to England. It is 132 
square miles in extent. It is the seat 
of one of the largest volcanoes in the 
West Indies—the famous Srufriere, 3,- 
000 feet high, with a crater three 
miles in eireumferenca and 500 feet 
deep. This volcano has several times 
threatened eruption, which would visit 
upon Kingston, the capital of the 
island, the same destruction that has 
been the fate of St. Pierre, though the 
former city has only about 5,000 in- 
habitants, 
The island has a popula- 


tion of about 45,000.

THE INNS OF CHINA. 


•kclr Cneayncnii la About Their One 


Redeeming l*e— ture. 


Chinese iiiiis are without register or 


clerks. On ruling throiieh Hie gateway 
your bridle ma is seized by a dirty 
boy, who heips jou io u.Amount, shout- 
ing loudly meanwhile for the proprie- 
tor, who presently looms up through 
the wilderness of carts :uid raules. Pro- 
prietor and boy then hold a parley as 
to what rooms are eligible, »nd then a 
door is pushed open and the traveler is 
shown to his apartment. It is usually 
about twelve feet square. 
Tbe walls 


and floor are of hard nnul. and so are 
tlte beds, which extend entirely across 
the side of the room, with only space 
enough between them for a small table 
and one chair. The room is lighted by 
one window, in which paper takes the 
place of glass. 


The tirst dirty of the proprietor in 


making a patron comfortable is to stop 
up the holes in the paper window pane, 
lie never tears the paper off entirely 
and replaces it with a new one, be- 
cause the sheet of paper is worth 
about one-tenth of a cent, and the inn- 
keeper is not wasteful. Indeed he 
pastes little slips of paper over the 
holes until all the light that filters 
through it is of a mottled hue. 


At one end of the mule shed is the 


kitchen of the inn. It is here that the 
meals for all the patrons are prepared, 
to be enten in the rooms. The menu is 
not elaborate. It consists only of bowls 
of rice and tea. Should the traveler de- 
sire a greater variety of food, he can 
buy it himself in the market, and his 
own servant can cook it in the kitchen 
of the inn. To sleep on the bed of a 
Chinese inn would be for a foreigner 
an Impossibility were it not that he is 
always so exhausted at the end of 
each day's journey that he finds it dif- 
ficult to re-main awake ten minutes 
after alighting from bis pony. lie lies 
down on tb'i mat that covers the hard 
heap of mud and surprises himself MI 
the soundness of his slumber. 


The one redeeming thing about the 


Inn is its cheapness. Just as the trav- 
eler is about to depart in the morning: 
the proprietor tells him the amount of 
his bill. Everything is charged on the 
"European plan." Every cup of tea, 
every rushlight candle, the paper win- 
dow pane, are all itemized in the long 
list which the proprietor reels off in 
singsong, but the total is surprisingly 
low. 
The cost of food and lodging for 


one night for a traveler and two serv- 
ants, with stabling and fodder for his 
ponies and cart mules, is about DO 
cents.—New York Mail and Express.

ANTISEPTICS. 


They Do Not Destroy, It la Said, but 


Only Arrest Germ JLife. 


The Edinburgh Scotsman begs leave 


:o correct the erroneous belief that im- 
plies that antiseptics can prevent de- 
cay. Decay may be arrested without 
killing the microbe which would pro- 
duce it. A few drops of a solution of 
carbolic acid added to flour paste will 
keep it sweet for a certain time, not 
because the germs in the paste are de- 
stroyed, but because these germs are 
hindered for the time being in their 
growth and multiplication and because 
the paste is rendered temporarily an 
unsuitable soil for the growth of what- 
ever microbes may fail from the air in- 
to it. 


When the effect of the acid has worn 


off and disappeared, we see the paste 
going to the bad as rapidly as if it had 
not been treated antiseptically at all. 
Molds will grow in it, nnd it will decay 
in the fashion familiar to everybody. 


It is in this way cold may act as an 


antiseptic when it is used to preserve 
meat and n'sh. There is no destruction, 
but only arrest of germ life. If we wish 
to kill microbes, therefore, we not only 
have to use a disinfectant, but we must 
employ it in proper proportions and see 
that it thoroughly attacks the germs 
we wish to destroy. It is for this rea- 
son that all attempts to kill germs 
which the air may contain are worse 
than useless. We cannot "disinfect" the 
air. If we could do so, we should re- 
quire to saturate the air with our germ- 
icide to such an extent that to breathe 
it would kill us. 


We get an excellent example of this 


fallacy of "disinfecting air" when we 
reflect that in using burning sulphur to 
purify a room after a fever case we 
have to use it in such a way and in 
such proportion that it is impossible for 
any person to remain in the room at 
all.

Judges of Their Fine Points Few 


and Far BetTveen.

Tlie judges of good cigars in this 


country are few and far between, says 
im expert. The great difficulty with 
the people who fhink they know cigars 
Is that they lay too much stress ou the 
color of the weed. The color makes not 
the slightest difference, and you a>'e 
just as likely to find cue of the rankest 
kind of cigars with the deep black col- 
or of the genuine Havana as you are 
to flnd a bad one among those that are 
yellow as straw. 


The best way to tell a cigar is by 


the feel of it. Take a cigar in your 
hands and give it a gentle pressure, 
holding it close to the ear. If the cigar 
is a good one, it will be just the least 
little uit flexible, and the lingers will 
sink into the wrapper. It gives forth 
no perceptible sound. If the cigar is 
hard and close rolled and when placed 
to the ear sounds as though you were 
pressing straw together, beware. The 
best cig'tis are made of the same leaf 
as the wrapper and are closely rolled. 
The common cigars are what is known 
as filled and contain all kinds of refuse 
from the tables where the good cigars 
are made. There are some filled cigars 
that are good smokes, but you seldom 
find a Havana or a Manila or good Cu- 
ban or Key West smoke that Is not 
rolled. .Many people who go into a ci- 
gar store to get an imported smoke do 
not follow up the salesman when he 
takes the cigars from the case and are 
consequently often fooled. They are 
given domestic brands and are charg- 
ed imported prices for them. 


These "good cigar judges" cannot 


tell the difference when there is all 
the difference in the world. If you must 
have an imported smoke, make the 
clerk hand you the box and look close- 
ly at the revenue stamp. The stamps 
ou domestic goods are green and white, 
while those on the imported boxes are 
all yellow and white. Look into the 
next cigar cases you see before pur- 
chasing an imported cigar. If they 
have no boxes in the case to which is 
attached a yellow and white stamp, 
don't attempt to make a purchase. Tbe 
clerk will sell you a cigar he calls im- 
ported, but it will not be the real ar- 
ticle.—Washington Post.
